WILL PROSECUTE 


BOTH W IL AXD CRIMINAL AC 
TIOXS 
AGAINST 
DISHONEST 
AND INT^MPETENT Cl AR. 
DJ INS AND OFFICIALS. 


Oklahoma City. Aug. 3.—The at­ 
tack of the state department of char­ 
ities and corrections on what they 
claim is wholesale grafting by guar­ 
dians of Indilan minors, will be re­ 
sumed about September I, when At- 
troney J. H. Stoper will file the first 
of about 500 suits against the guar­ 
dians, which he is preparing under th€ 
direction of Miss Rate Barnard, head 
of the department. Property valued at 
more than thirty million * dollars is 
* involved. 
There is wide variance in the na­ 
ture of the charges contained in the 
petitions, some of them accusing the 
guardians of deliberate graft: others 
alleging merely poor business man­ 
agement of the minor’s estate; and 
still others, it 
is 
said, 
containing 
charges that will involve officials of 
several of the counties on the east 
side. As a result of the department's 
activity, the county judge of one coun­ 
ty recently handed in his resignation 
although no charges had been prefer­ 
red against him. 
The department brought 134 suits 
of similar nature last year under the

Fior instance 
there are .ntortgiages executed by guar 
dians for minors as security for mon. 
ey in the nwnor’s estate, and approv­ 
ed by the county court in which there 
is no description of 
property.

The good roads workers have en­ 
countered another obstacle 
in 
that 
som e,counties will for purposes a1 
ready outlined levy the fuH amount 
of the constitutional tax, and it has 
become a question whether the consti­ 
tutional limit may be exceeded, even 
though a favorable vote is given. It 
is hoped, however, to have thlat point 
decided rn a bond issue case pending 
before the supreme ctooirt on appeal 
from Lincoln county, and although it 
is not one of the original features, it 
crept in through an agreed statement 
of facts. If the court holds that the 
constitutional limit can not be ex­ 
ceeded, even under legislative author­ 
ity, the good roads movement is due 
for a setback unless the counties can 
arrange to take care of the projects 
independently of the taxing scheme. 
The ways and 
means 
committee 
outlined no procedure, but will leave 
the matter of finances alone to the 
counties; however, the stiate depart­ 
ment has agreed to supervise any 
work the counties undertake. Dorsett 
I ai ter of Purcell, one of the commit­ 
tee, announced that local arrange­ 
ments could be made in McClain eoun 
ty to get the money, and he returned 
home with that idea. Cam Galt has 
gone to Garvin county with the same 
in view.

Denison’s city engi­ 
neer, told the convention that on Blue 
River near the proposed route of the 
road, there could be generated sowe­ 
to mg like 2,500 horsepowr. and with­ 
in easy distance there was sufficient 
building stone that could be crushed 
for the road. Delegates from the coun­ 
ties of the latteral road announced 
they would begin agitation at once 
with a view of creating the districts 
and floating bonds. 
Known as Postal Highway. 
Hie Okl-ahoirta proposition, in its 
connections with two prongs of the 
Texas highway, and with two prongs 
cf the Kansas highway, will be offi­ 
cially known as the Interstate Postal 
highway. The roads divides in the re­ 
gion of Waxahachie and meets at Da­ 
vis, and, under present arrangements 
will again divide near the Southern 
Ray county line and reunite at Wich­ 
ita. By employing a name and impet­ 
us which will give the highway some- 
thing of an interstate character, Col. 
Suggs of the Oklahoma department 
believes the feedral government can 
be iqcerated, at least that such is to 
be the effort. Members of congress 
from Texas, Oklahoma. Kansas and 
Nebraska will be asked to pool is­ 
sues tor at least a division of the 
reclamation appropriations, to be tii-

good roads associations in all count­ 
ies and soon will have thousands upon 
the rolls. 


When we have 40,OCK) members of 
the good roads

Col. Suggs, -we will be in position to 
go to the next legislature and respect­ 
fully request some aid from the state. 
Just what character of aid it will be 
remains to be worked out, 
but 
any 
character of assistance will be an im­ 
provement upon present conditions.

mean advancing the value k>t his prop­ 
erty, and the towns to realize a good 
road means a great increase in the 
travel thereto, it will not be difficult 
to get the proper proportions of juice 
behind this movement.”

Oklahoma City, Aug. 3.—When th** 
state board of equalization Tuesday 
evening allowed E. E. Blake of El 
Beno, representing himself and about 
two hundred other individuals (of his 
city, to make a personal protest be- 
fore Che board ibr raising assess­ 
ments, it opened up the way by whi<A 
every person in the state objecting to 
tax assessments to make complaint 
to the board, and which may result 
m endless trtsub*. Blake was follow­ 
ed by F. L. Boynton of Kingfisher. 
Ho also represented

many others. Then a delegation from 
Lincoln county came. 


Blake appeared before the board, he 
claimed, in accordance with the pro- 
v.glops of tine new tex law. He in­ 
sisted that under the new law the 
state b.ard cannot be enjoined in the 
assessment of taxes, but that an ap­ 
peal may be token directly to the su­ 
preme court. Before this can be done.

In h.s address at the annual meet­ 
ing of the Texas Farm ers’ Congress 
at College. Tex., B. F. Yoakum chair­ 
man a1 the board of direction® cf the 
Frisco lines, dug deep down to the 
root of the disease that is troubling 
the United States. It is not the high 
cost of living, but the biga cost of 
selling, says Mr. Yoakum, and in stat­ 
ing the problem he takes 
the 
first 
step toward solving ft. 
Ma Yoakum asserts bhat the farm­ 
ers do not get as much as they should 
for their products, and that the con­ 
sumer pays too much. 
He referred 
to the government 
reports, 
which 
show that the producer receives 46 
cents for the products of the ‘farm 
for which the consumer pays $1.. 
Last year’s products, for instance. 
were worth $9,000,000,000, farm val­ 
ues being used to reach 
the 
totals.

I nited States. It is the one business 
in this country that is now well or 
ganibed. Oil, coal and all other treas­ 
ures of the earth have been developed 
into a business system. The surest 
thing on earth, the production of food 
supplies, has never been well organ­ 
ized. 
In Denmark the farm ers 30 years 
ago received only $12,000,000 for their 
butter, eggs and bacon. 
Then they 
began the Organization of market so­ 
cieties. 
Now the income from these 
products Is over $100,000,000 a year. 
The suggestion of Mr. Yoakum 
is 
that the government 
should 
estab­ 
lish a m arket bureau of the Depart­ 
m ent of Agriculture, devoted to ac­ 
cum ulating and distributing informa­ 
tion On the best methods and best 
m arkets for sealing. He 
points 
out 
that already Logan Waller Page, the 
diiecror of the office of public mads 
is doing praiseworthy work in put­ 
ting the roads into such condition as 
will reduce 
the 
cost 
of 
hauling 
throughout the country, and says that 
this should be supplemented by in- 
tormation t othe farm er whereby he

Scenic Beauty Spot Created by Huge 
Dam.
